FALLING CATTLE TRADE. 
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DEPENDENCE OF THE FREE STATE ON LIVE 
STOCK SHIPMENTS. | 
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(BY “ ARTIFEX.”) 

When I approached the principal officials 
of the Free State Department of Statistics 
with a copy of Northern Ireland's first Year 
Book ‘in my hand I found them full of 
generous envy, and I formed the opinion that 
a rival Free State publication will neither be 
long deferred nor, when it appears, inferior 
to Northern Ireland's first effort. While not 
forgetting that ‘‘ comparisons” are frequently 
‘odious,’ I remembered that ‘* competition 
is the life of trade,” and so I set to work 
to find out how Free State economic pheno- 
mena, as disclosed in official statistics, com- 
pared with a few of the outstanding facts 
of Northern Ireland’s life, as set out with 
much detail—and with carefully suppressed, 
though pardonable, pride—in her first “ Year 
Book.”’ + 


Having, with the readily given help of the 
Free State Department of Statistics, com- 
piled many columns of comparative figures 
(and checked and related them to one another 
with considerable care), 1 found their larger 
meanings difficult to grasp. So I followed the 
example of the editor of the Northern Ireland 
Year Book by reducing a few of the more 
important statistical tables to the form of a 
few simple diagrams, some of which are now 
presented to the readers of the Jrish Times. 
They are submitted in the hope that many 
prevalent and misleading impressions may 
thereby be dissipated, and that a few clear

My next warning is agáinst hasty and 
pessimistic deductions from the comparatively 
excessive Free State ‘‘ adverse trade balance ” 
shown in diagram “€."’ The explanation of 
Northern Ireland's very small “ adverse” 
balance is, at all events, partly due to the 
fact that she has employed her capital at 
home (and also attracts investments from 
abroad) much more freely than the Free 
State, whose citizens (whether for reasons of 
temperament or prudence) invest their capital 
abroad and receive their dividends in the 
form of excessive imports. The moral here is 
obvious. 


land’s relative prosperity consorts with the 
fact that she imports £50 worth per head of 
her a as inst £20 per head in 
the Free State. It follows that the magni- 
tude of a country’s imports, equally with its 
exports, may be taken as a measure of its 
prosperity. This fact should be kept steadily 
before the minds of the Free State politicians,

Possibly the most significant, if not most 
startling, comparative fact is disclosed in 
diagram ‘B.’" The mere statistical fact

tive economic facts may remain in the 
reader a mind. 
FOOD FOR THOUGHT. 

It was recorded that an American orator, 
having founded certain political propositions 
en carefully prepared tables of statistics, and 
finding that his opponent successfully em- 
ployed his tables to prove the opposite case, 
asked the Chairman, as a point of order, to 
rule “ that them statistics were prepared for 
a totally different purpose.” From such a 
charge I have tried to escape. Some of the 


of minor correction, hut both my figures and 
my deductions are set down with such ob- 
jective accuracy as official records and the 
limitations of a layman’s mind would permit. 
While the diagrams, with their appended 
notes, provide ample food for thought and 
speculation, it is perhaps permissible that I 
shouid briefly set down a few brief warnings 
as to their interpretation, and suggestions as 
to their possible influence upon economic 
thought, now resurgent alike in the Free 
State and in Northern Ireland. 


WARNING AGAINST PESSIMISM. 
My first warning is against pessimism in 
the. Free State. Diagram ‘“ E,"’ showing 
Northern Treland’s long lead as an exporter, 
may suggest that the Free State is a hopeless 
taggard. The facts disclosed involve no such 
ecnclusion. ‘They may simply mean that the 
Free State is more self-contained—j.e., pro- 
duces and consumes more of its own sub- 
stance—than Northern Ireland. As a matter 
of fact, the total exports per head of the 
population of the United States would com- 
pare’ very unfavourably with those of 
Northern Ireland, The true deduction is that 
Northern Ireland, by her superior craftman- 
ship and industrial organisation, has taken 
very full advantage of free trade conditions, 
and so has built up her textile and engineer- 
ing industries. The result is that she now 
supports 239 persons to every square mile, as 
against the Free States 128 persdns per 
square mile. As bearing on the future of the 
lree State. it would seem to follow that in- 
creases in population and total wealth can 
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that Northern Ireland devotes twice as much 
of her total area, as does the Free State, to 
producing cereal, root and fruit crops, may 
suggest a comparison of somewhat minor im- 
pertance. In fact, it is vital, and unless the 
balance can be redressed in the Free State 
(which relies mainly upon live stock produc- 
tion) the comparison may well prove fatal. 
Intensive agriculture, as opposed to '' ranch- 
ing,” means not only increased production, 
and power to sustain a greater population to 
every square mile; it may soon mean the sur- 
vival of the ‘‘ ranches ” themselves; for there 
are growing indications that improved world- 
transport will soon enable the virgin land of 
Canada and elsewhere to supply the ““ ranch- 
ing “’ requirements of Great Britain. Winter 
dairying—which means hard work, high in- 
telligence and training, and intensive farm- 
ing—may soon be necessary to preserve even 
the cattle trade of the Free State, as well as 
to maintain and increase its output of butter, 
ees. bacon, poultry and other farming pro- 
uce. 


FALLING LIVE STOCK EXPORT. 

In this connection diagram ‘D" tells a 
startling tale. With the exception of pigs 
(the export of which shows a welcome, even 
if momentary, improvement for February of 
this year), the values of Free State live stock 
exports have rattled downwards for the last 
three years.» The decline is not due to de- 


creased demands in Great Britain, whose total | 


imports of live stock have substantially in- 
creased, while her imports from the Free 
State have EA diminished. Here then 
would seem to be the overwhelmingly difficult 
and urgent problem for Free State Ministers 
and economists. Unless the exports of 
live stock can be maintained and increased, 
pending the necessarily gradual reorganisa- 
tion of our whole farming system, the 
economic arch of the Free State must col- 
lapse. Northern Ireland, let us remember, 
can afford to lose half her cattle exports

Space does 
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any case be much more exhaustive and 
census; but a few terrible facts disclosed in 
the Northern Year Book reveal economic and 
social weaknesses which are, unfortunately, 
common to the Free State and to Northern 
Ireland. During 1924, while the English and 
Scottish death rates from tuberculosis 
averaged somewhat over 8 per 1,000, the 
corresponding death rates of the Free State 
and of Northern Ireland were equal, and 
both exceeded 10 per 1,000 of the population. 
Bracketed with this is the fact that, while 
English and Scottish death rates of children 
under one year showed marked reductions 
between 1923 and 1925, the corresponding 
mortality in the Free State and Northern 
Ireland showed even more marked increases. 
So here, in immediate matters of human life 
and death, North and South have common 
and terrible problems to face and solve. 
THE NORTHERN IRELAND YEAR BOOK 
As a final word in this contribution let 
me commend the Northern Ireland Year 
Book—which costs only 1s.—to readers who 
are interested. It consists of 150 pages, 
packed with useful and simply presented in- 
formation,’ from which I have merely culled 
a few isolated facts and figures. I have per- 
sistently written of the “ Northern Ireland,’’ 
and not the “ Ulster,” Year Book—a title 
which its authors, let us hope, thoughtlessly, 
have adopted. Its contents have no reference 


to Donegal, Monaghan and Cavan, whose 
people are still citizens of ‘‘ Ulster.” Even 


in the title of such a publication polemics 
are sadly out of place. To the Dublin 
Statistical Department I make the suggestion 
that the Free State Year Book should cor- 
respond generally, both is form and content, 
with the Northern Ireland model. Only those 
who have tried to obtain comparative facts 


is to strive to discover and relate masses of 
statistics from publications cast in different 
moulds.

NOTES ON THE DIAGRAMS.

The purpose of the five accompanying 
diagrams is to illustrate some of the most 
striking comparative facts in the economic 
life of the Irish Free State and of Northern 
Ireland respectively The figures on which 
diagrams A, B, C and FE are based are con- 
tained in the recently-published “ Northern 
Ireland Year Book ” for 1926, and in ™ Trade 
and Shipping Statistics "’ for 1924, as published 
by the Free State Department of Commerce 
and Industry. Diagram D is based upon 
official Free State returns. Some of the 
analyses employed have, very kindly, been 
supplied ‘by the Free State Department of 
Statistics, who, however, accept no respons 
bility either for the form of their presentation 
or for deductions based upon them. 


In all statistics dealing with values 
of imports and exports there are 
necessarily minor elements of uncertainty 
and inaccnracy. Values are not always 
ascertainable ‘by identical means. For 
instance, Northern Ireland trade; figures 


with Great Britain, representing exchanges 
witain the same Customs barrier, ate based 
largely upon the returns of shipping com- 
panies, while Free State values ave base 
upon the more detailed, though not neces- 
sarily more trustworthy, returns of British 
and Free State Customs officials. 


POINTS FROM DIAGRAM A. 


In this connection special attention Is 
drawn to the subjoined notes on Diagrams -\ 
and FE, dealing with certain Northern 
Ireland exports, which may more properly be 
assigned to the Free State. Particular care 
also should be taken to note that internal 
exchanges of imports and exports between 
the Free State and Northern Ireland! are ex- 
cluded from Diagram A, and further that in 
all diagrams “ ve-exports "* have been treated 
as “exports.” 

The year 1924 has been selected because it 
is the most recent complete year for which 
official figures have been published by both 
the Free State and Northern Ireland Govern- 
ments. The agricultural depression which 
in 1925 was common to all: Ireland 
and the comparison is, «therefore, sufficiently 
recent and accurate for all practical and im- 
mediate purposes.

MARKETING OF PRODUCE. 


Mr, A. C. Grimes moved :—‘ That this 
Committee demands the Department of Agri- 
culture to establish a branch to deal with the 
economic and business side of agriculture, as 
we are of opinion that the fostering of higher 
agricultural production under the present 
schemes is useless if farmers are unable to 
market their products and obtain fair prices 
for the same; that this Committee 1s of 
opinion that the Department of Agriculture 
is the proper body to deal with all agri- 
cultural matters, and not the Ministry of 
Commerce. 

Mr. Grimes said that there was no use in 
the farmers increasing production if they 
could not sell their produce. They wanted 
increased marketing facilities. They wanted 
a special branch to inquire into this, and to 
deal generally with the business and economic 
side of agriculture. e deplorable prices 
which the farmers had to accept for their 
produce last October and November and up 
to the present day were disheartening. It 
was ridiculous to expect farmers to till when 
they lost money on the selling. of their goods.

COST OF PRISONS. 

Sir Dawson Bates, Minister for Home 
Affairs, moved a supplementary vote of 
£39,863 for prisons. He announced that the 
amount of the estimate for 1926-27 was 
£15,500 less than that of last year. I'he 
decrease was due to reduced cost of living, 
the conversion of Derry Prison into a common 

rison, and the transfer of convicts from 
England and Scotland to the Belfast Prison. 

Mr. Devlin asked if he could raise -the 
question of the political prisoners, and was 
informed by the Chairman on Supplies (Mr. 
Moles) that he could not do so. 

Mr. Crawford (Unionist) criticised the 
Government for what he described as lavish 
expenditure on prisons, and said that the 
number of officials and warders was out of 
proportion to the number of prisoners. 

e vote was adopted by 22 votes to 4, 
the minority consisting of Mr. Crawford 
(Unionist) and three Labour members. 

INDUSTRIAL ASSURANCE. 

Dr. Morrison moved the following resolu- 
tion >—‘‘ That, in the opinion of this House, 
the Industria! Assurance (Northern Ireland) 
Act, 19284, has not been instrumental in 
abolishing or effectually controlling the 
abuses which existed previous to the passing 
of that Act, and this House calls upon the 
Government to appoint a Select Committee 
to investigate and report upon the whole 
question of industrial assurance in Northern 
Ireland.”’ 

He said that the amount contributed to 
these societies in Great Britain was 
£37,000,000 by premiums of 24d. per week. 
It was stated that out of every: shilling 
collected 5d. was secured by the companies. 
Six million policies lapsed in ten years out of 
9,300,000 issued by one company. From his 
experience as a dispensary doctor working 
among the poor, there was a very large 
amount of fraud and exploiting of the poor 
by industrial insurance companies. When a 
Ea lapsed half the premiums paid should 

returned. With regard to age, if a policy 
was accepted no power should be allowed to 
raise the question of age when the policy 
matured, and if a person was accepted with- 
out a medical certificate companies should 
not be permitted to raise the question when 
the policy matured. 

Mr. 8S. Kyle (Labour) seconded the motion, 
which was supported by Mr. McMullan. 

The Minister for Commerce expressed sym- 

thy with the class who participated in those 
insurances. The recent Act passed in Northern 
Ireland, he said, had not yet been a year in 
operation, but the first report upon its work- 
ing would be available during the present 
session. 

The Labour members declined to permit the 
resolution to be withdrawn by consent, and 
on a division it was defeated by 21 votes to 5.

PROPOSED BILL GIVING WIDER 
REPRESENTATION.. 


A special meeting of the Convocation of 
Queen's University, Belfast, was held yester- 
day in the Examination Hall of the Univer- 
sity to consider the promotion of a bill to 
give representation on the Senate to the City 
of Londonderry and the County Councils of 
the aix counties, and to include the following 
provisions :— 

(a) The election of members represent- 
ing the City of Londonderry and the 
County Councils of the six counties. (b) 
That such elected members should hold 
office for one year. 
be a statutory definition as to who are 
ex-officio members of the Senate, and that 
such ez-oficio members should be the 
Chancellor, the Pro-Chancellors, the Pre- 
sident of the University, the Registrar of 
the University, and the President for the 
time being of the Students’ Representa- 
tive Council, if a graduate. (d) That 
with regard to co-opted members it 
should not be obligatory to appoint. the 
full number eíefóur. | 

Dr R. W Lif¥ingstone, .Vice-Chancellor of 
the University, explained the object of the 
bill: He referred to the fact that grants in 
aid of the University had lately been made 
from rates by four County Councils and one 
Borough. Council in Northern Ireland. The 
motive of the proposed legislation was to give 
the various local authorities in the six 
counties an opportunity of representation in 
the management of the University, and make 
them feel a greater interest in its welfare as 
an institution for the benefit of the whole 
province. 

Mr. R. D. Megaw, K.C., explained - the 
legal position in to the proposed bill. 
He said that under the terms of the Govern- 
ment of Ireland Act, 1920, no change could 
be made affecting the government of the 
University without receiving the approval of 
three ies—the Senate, the Convocation, 
and the Academic Council. 

Professor Sinclair, M.P., proposed a resolu- 
tion ex ing approval of the proposed 
change in the Senate of the University, which, 
he said. he considered a very desirable one.

| among the people was that they were solely 

indented for the destitute, and not for the 
sick poor. She thought that a cottage hos- 
pital was required in Achill Island, 

fr. G. E. B. Lyndon favoured raising the 
school-leaving age for those with brains and 
academic inclinations only, with a lower 
school-leaving age for those whose vocation 
would be technical or manual.

Dr. R. R. Leeper, of St. fiaivick’s Hospital, 
Dublin, who was examined iat a previous 
sitting, gave further evidence as regards the 
hospital, which was originally founded by 
Dean Swift in 1745, the first physician to the 
hospitaM being Dr. Emmet, father of Robert 
Emmet. He then described the improvements 
that had taken place in the hospital and the 
modern methods adopted. There were about 
150 patients in the hospital at present. Some 
paid full cost of maintenance, others paid 
portion, while a few paid nothing. Of the 
patients admitted during his term of office, 
the cures effected never went helow 50 per 
cent., and at one time they went as high as 
63 per cent. 


MENTAL HOSPITALS. 

Dr. Greene, resident medical officer, Carlow 
District Mental Hospital, gave evidence as to 
the number of inmates in the institution. He 
said that the gross cost per inmate was 
17s. ód. per head, They farmed extensively, 
and provided their own milk and vegetables 
and killed their own meat, though they did 
not produce it all. He was a great believer in 
having a lot of land attached to mental 
hospitals and in the patients who were able 
doing agricultural work.

MR. R. A. PATTERSON. 

A correspondent writes to The Times — 
The grain trade, as centred in London and 
the Baltic Exchange, as well as in Liverpool 
and some other cities, has lost a well-known 
figure by the death of Robert Alexander 
Patterson. By his long experience, of 50 
years, his knowledge’ of commodities. and 
sources of-supply, but, above all, by his 
strong sense of what was just and equitable, 
he had attained an important position as 
arbitrator, and his decisions were seldom 
challenged. During the war, and for some 
time afterwards, his services as an arbitrator 
and a controller of food supplies were of 
great value to the Government, and his 
opinion as to the methods to be adopted in 
various crises was often sought by those in 
authority. 

Mr. Patterson’s father was one of many 
young men who were forced by res angusta 
domi to migrate from Ulster to England at 
the time of the acute distress in Ireland, 
in the years culminating in the famine of 
1847—“‘ the hungry ’forties,”’ as they were 
ealled. He established himself a few years 
later, along with a “partner of the same 
name, as a grain merchant, in Liverpool, 
subsequently acquiring: connections. in New 
York and other American cities, whence grain 
exports were rapidly expanding. 

Mr. Patterson married, in. 1889, Miss 
Minnie Orr, from Ulster, where his family 
had lived since the settlement of 1609. He 
had lived for some years at Woking, but 
latterly near Wellington College, where he.

the close of the month. 
In, Government circles the importance 
of ‘the position is not under-rated, but it is 
hoped that events will now begin to move 
rapidly. The Prime Minister and the 
Minister of Labour have been in ¢onstant 
and close touch with the leaders Íof both 
sides, and they are ready to enter [without 
delay upon any effort that may result in 
‘a \settlement. In. Government cittles to- 
day .it- was pointed out that the industri! 
committee of the Trade Union Congress 
is distinctly opposed to a strike, and, con 
sequently, that it may be helpful in 
securing the desired arrangement. Point 
was. also. made of the fact that on no 
‘actount will the coal subsidy: be continued. 
while any temporary assistance that may 
be given will be of a strictly limited 
character. It was understood this evenin. 
that the céal-owners and the niiners’ repre 
sentatives are to be invited to meet th. 
Prime Minister without delay. 


The Only Hope. 


. In the Lobby this evening members were 
inclined to be somewbat’ pessimistic re- 
garding the outlook:' An opinion was ex- 
pressed that the negotiations have been 
too long drawn out to be effective, and 
that the only hope is that the Prime 
Minister may now by some happy stroke 
secure an agreement. Conservative membeis 
are more inclined. to “essimism than 
members of the Oppositio., but it bas to 
be remembered that the Socialists for sone 
time have been expecting an industria] 
outbreak during the first week in May. 
It would be scarcely too much to say that 
the extreme Socialists in the country will 
not be altogether satisfied if such an out- 
break is averted. 


The Opening of Parliament. 


The opening of any. part of a session of 
the. House of Commons used to be notable 
for the crowd of members thronging the 
doors of the House before eight o'clock in 
the morning with a desire to secure a 


particular and favoured seat for the 
sittings. There was no such rush this 


morning, and it was not until five minutes 
to eight that Commander Locker-Lampson, 
the Conservative member for Handsworth. 
appeared. When the doors were opened at 
eight o'clock he had a choice of all the 
sqats in the House. Placing a card on 
the seat which he usually occupies, he left. 
and was followed immediately by ‘ir 
Frank Nelson, who did likewise and also 
left. There were no other -seekers for 
séats. ' 


A Trying Period. 


»Members of the House of Commons are 
expecting a trying period during the next 
few. weeks, and anticipate a number of 
all-night sittings. The Government Whips 
have made préparation to méet emergencies, 
and the group system will be revived, so 
that Conservative members may have 
alternate days for rest and recreation 
These members will work in relays, a 
sufficient: number being in attendance “to 
give.the Government a majority when 
é The Socialists are aware of 
this arrangement and profess to fee] no 
disquietude. They will force all-night 
sittings when possible and obstruct business 
generally. It is rumoured that the Clrie- 
side coptingent intends to be very active 
during the forthcoming sittings. 


Economies. 


When the Chancellor: of the. Exchequer 
has secured his Economy Bill and intro- 
duced his Budget, he will seek new fields 
for economies. The Special Committee 
presided over by Lord Colwyn is to pursue 
inquiries with the object of reducing ex. 
penditure in the Services and in any other 
possible direction.. The Committee will 
start its work early in June. so that its 
report may be available before the close 
of the session. 


The Iraq Floods. 


The present chaos of the water around 
the .caprtat of Iraq is being watched here 
‘with. considerable anxiety. The ser/ous- 
ness of the situation cannot be estimate! 
by those who have not seer how easily a 
desert area can be flooded, and, since the 
present floods have exceeded those of three 
years ago, which were worse than anythinz 
before experienced, the dismal prospects o! 
the Bagdad area are best left to the imagina- 
tion. Perhaps, even more serious, how- 
ever, than the damage done to merchandise. 
to the crops, and to the exchequer of the 
Iraq Parliament (which, of course, will 
have to foot the bill incurred in purchas 
ing materials and labour for stemming tlie 
waters of the Tigris) is the possibility that 
the splendid R.A.F. base at Hinaidi. bu! 
a few miles from Bagdad, may be swamped 
There a most efficient and expensive 
cantonment has been erected by the British. 
and, if this is spoiled by the floods 
probably will have a temporary effect on 
imperial aviation, in the development of 
which, of course, Bagdad is to haye an 
important role. 


The Gold Coast. 


In a Treasury minute, published to-day 
as a White Paper, the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer states that the contribution 
offered by the. Gold Coast towards the cost 
of the war took the form of £200.000 pa) 
able by annual instalments, and that 
£140,000 would have been received by the 
end of the financial year ending on March 
Sist last. The Colony has now offered, in 
addition to repaying the whole of certain 
outstanding advances from the Excheque’ 
to pay. over the whole of the outstandiny 
balance of £60,000 forthwith. The 
has been accepted by the Treasury. 


The Yachting Season.

MINERS REFUSE) 


“TO MOVE. 


NEGOTIATIONS 
FAIL. 


ONE HOPE OF 
PEACE. 
PRESSURE FROM 
OTHER UNIONS. 


0—— 


HE conference between the coal-owners 

and the miners, which took place in 

London yesterday, lasted three hours, and 
ended in a deadlock. “ 

Nobody, says the Lobby Correspondent 
of the Central News, knows what is going 
to happen: in' the coal problem—that is 
the simple fact that emerges from dis- 
cussion with members of al] parties. Yet 
one has never seen a situation that was 
less marked by any feeling of fatalism in 
any quarter. The portents are for peace 
somehow, although the path to peace is not 
yet clearly mapped_out. 

Why the conviction of peace is so deeply 
entertained may be due to the sheer hope- 
lessness of war, Neither side stands to 
gain by a stoppage. They would have to 
take up at the end of a disastrous stoppage 
the threads of the situation as it existed 
before the stoppage. 


VOICE OF OTHER UNIONS. 

The Joint Committee of the Trade Union 
Congress and the Labour Party, which is to 
meet the ‘miners to-day, is understood to be 
aware of this point of view. There is no 
trade union which would not be injured by 
a coal stoppage I: is probable that the 
voice of those other unions will penetrate in 
no uncertain tones to the Miners’ Federation 
to-day’ to the effect that no mere punctilio 
should be allowed to stand in the way of a 
reasonable settlement. 

It is difficult to ascertain what the men 
in the coal fields are thinking. I spoke last 
night, however, to a member who had been 
in touch with the Welsh miners. and he said 
without hesitation that they had no cash for 
a fight, and too many of them had been on 
the dole. They were anxious to know the 
situation, and when the Coal Cammission’s 
yeport was explained to them they were 
keenly impressed by the plight of the indus- 
try. From this one argues that the miners 
do not want to be led into a fight if there 
is an honourable alternative. 

Mr. Baldwin is expected to take a hand 


now in order to find the way out. The

WHY THE CONFERENCE 
FAILED. 

The coal owners last night issued the fol- 
owing statement :—'' The Central Committee 
oi the Mining Association met the Executive 
(‘ommittee of the Miners’ Federation to-day 
tu receive the replies of the Federation on the 
points dealt with in the owners’ statement of 
their proposals on the report of the Reyal 
(‘ommission on the coal industry. : 

“The owners’ side also had before thean a 
letter dated the 9th April from the Miners’ 
Federation, conveving the resolution passed 
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at. the delecate conference on the same date, 
as follows :— 

““(a) That no assent be given to any 
proposal for inéfeasing the length of 
the working day. 

** (b) That the principles of a national wage 
agreement, with a national minimum 
percentage, be firmly. adhered to. 


**(c) That inasmuch as wages are too low, 


we cannot assent to any proposals for 
reducing wages. 

“ Mr. Evan Wiliams, who presided over 
the owners’ side, pointed out that the matters 
dealt with in the resolution were those which 
atfected the situation at the Ist May and 
those which, therefore, called for immediate 
\itention. 


VITAL POINTS. 


“ On all the three vital questions—of the 
hours of working, of the.form of the arrange- 
ments for regulating the mimmum wage, and 
of the reduction of wagés—the J\hners’ 
tederation have not seen their way to agree 
with the owners in accepting ‘the recom- 
mendations of the Comission as to the 
immediate future. | 

“As regards. hours. of work, the Commission 
recommended that arrangements for greater 
flexibility should be considered; but the 
Miners’ Federation intimated in their reply 
to-day that they did not consider this 
practical. On the question of the minimum, 
the Federation reject the conclusion; of the 
Roval Commission, that the.ameunt| of the 
minimum must vary. from district) to. district, 
and the recommendation that the amounts of 
the district minima should be considered in 
the districts in the first place. 

“The Miners’ Federation pressed the 
owners to table the hgures which they pro- 
posed to constitute the minimpm nn. the 
Various districts. The owners replied that 
they adhered to the recommendation of the 
Commission that this was a | matter tor 


district consideration in the first place. Such 
ficures as the Federation were asking. tor 
were not available, as the owners’ view had 
been. and still was. that the matter could 
not be dealt with in this wav, but that the 
proper way was: by the process. of discussion 
bet ween the {wo sides in the various districts. 
INCONSISTENT. 

“Mr. Williams further potted out that the 
insistence on the production of su h figures 
hardly appeared consistent with the recom 
mendation of the delegate conference to reject 
any reductions of wages at all, in spite of 


the definite finding of the Roval [ omission 


that reductions of waces were essential to 
chable the industry to carry dn after the 
oOth April. ; 

‘The owners in the various districts will 


proceed—in cases in which they ve not 
already done so—to invite thó” workmen s 
organisations in the districts to Aonsider with 
them the amounts of the ‘minimum per- 
Centages on basis rates and of subsistence 
wages. which may form the bagis on .which 
work can be continued when the Government 
subvention comes to an end on the Oth 
April.” 


MINERS’ REPORT, 


The following official statement was made 


last: night by Mr. A. J. Cook, Secretary -of 
the Miners’ Federation :—‘* As the result of 
the arrangement made at our last meeting 
with the coalowners, that we should meet them 
again in conference and ‘present to them 
the decision of our conference, also our 
reply in writing to the owners’ statement, 
we met them this afternoon, under the Presi- 
deney of Mr. Evan Williams. After discuss: 
ing the whole position, the méeting termi- 
nated without making any progress. 

‘The Federation Committee will meet at 
ten. o'clock to-morrow morning to consider 
fully the. position, and at four p.m. will 
meet the Special Industrial Committee of 
the Trades Union Congress General Council. 
No further meeting with the coalowners has 
een aranged.”’

PEDESTRIANS UP. 
LAMP-POSTS. 


“ \RMOURED CAR” ‘ CHASE 
OF A BULL 


—-—----&É-— 


Pedestrians at Barry, a peaceful seaside 
resort in South Wales, yesterday were 
forced to climb lamp-posts or find other 
points of shelter to escape: an infuriated 
bull which broke loose whilst being con- 
veyed from the station to Barry Docks 
slaughterhouse. The cause of the trouble 
was the ring breaking away from its lodg-s 
ment in the animal’s nose. 


INCENSED BY A SHOT. 

The bull was promptly tied around the 
neck ‘with a rope, but ‘the animal broke 
loose and paraded the main thoroughfares in 
a threatening manner. People were scattered 
in all directions. The police were apprised, 
and a constable liastened to the scene with a 
revolver, with the intention of putting an 
end to the animal’s activities. Approaching 
the bull he took aim and fired a shot, which, 
however, only grazed the animal’s skull, and 
incensed it to such an extent that its subse- 
quent ferocity forced people to climb lamp- 
posts or to find other means of shelter. 

Mr. Maurice Monk, a local butcher, after- 
wards appeared on the scene armed with a 
pole-axe and a shotgun. The bull in the 
meantime had taken a violent dislike to lamp- 
posts, and after charging one to.its own 
detriment concentrated its attention upon a 
milk float nearby, which it promptly charged 
and upset. 

A steam Waggon then hove in sight, and 
the police constable and the butcher promptly 
boarded the vehicle, which served the useful 
purpose of a tank. The steam waggon 
charged the enraged animal, and from behind 
it the constable and the butcher fired shots 
at the bull. These found their. mark, and 
the animal toppled over with a broken leg. 

Its mad career. was. finally ended by the 
butcher pole-axing the bull.

RICH MEN IN THE LABOUR

Thé Press Association has received the fol- 
lowing from Mr. Oswald Mosley with refer- 
ence to the suggestion of his father that he 
and’ ‘his’ wife, Lady Cynthia Mosley, as 
Socialists, should relinquish some of their 
wealth in order ‘‘to make easier the plight of

DISAPPOINTMENT FOR A 
DEPUTATION. ““-

It-is the opinion of at least two members 
of a deputation that.waited on President 
Cosgraye yesterday that the River Barrow 
will not, be-drained during the life-time of. 
the present Administration. 

The deputation waited on President 
Cosgrave to dis¢uss with him the financial 
aspects of the proposed drainage scheme. 
“We were not received any too courteously,” 
‘said one member of the deputation after 
the interview.. “The fact is,” he added, 
“that the President was very curt with 
us, and I am sure a few of us thought of 
leaving the room without entering into 
further discussion with him. ” 

The deputation which was introduced by 
Mr. William Davin, T.D., was accompanied 
by Messrs. J. Dwyer, T.D., and H. Colohan, 
T.D. It consisted of the following:—The 
Very ‘Rev: E. H. ‘Waller, M.A., Dean of 
Kildare; the Very. Rev. J. Gorry, P.P., 
Monasterevan; Messrs. Costelloe, Portarling- 
ton; Maher, Bracklone; Deegan, O’Moore's 
Forest; Bailey, Mountmellick; Lalor and J. 
J. Bergin, Monasterevan; J. R. Ginnell, 
C.E., Dublin; W. H. M. Cobbe, secretary 
Barrow Drainage Committee, Portarlington; 
W. P. Aird, Chairman of Queen's County 
Council; J. Delaney, A. Bayley, and P. J 
Meehan, State Solicitor, Maryborough. 


THE AREA OF. CHARGE. 
The case on behalf of the deputation was 
‘put by Dean Waller, Father Gorry, and 
fessrs. Cobbe, Meehan, and Bailey. They 
urged that, in view of the floods which had 
occurred last winter and in preceding year's, 
and on account of the unemployment and 
acute distress prevailing generally in the 
Barrow “area, the necessity for proceeding 
with the drainage of the river was greater 
now than ever. They said that the area 
of charge should be the catchment area of 
the drainage scheme, and not the three 
counties—Queen’s County, King’s County, 
and Kildare—and urged that the division of 
the cost should be in the proportio~ of two- 
thirds on the: flooded land, and one-third on 
the remainder of the catchment area. 

They further suggested that instead of pro- 
ceeding with the proposed undertaking re- 
ported on by Professor Meyer-Peter, the 
Swiss expert, at an estimated cost of 
£1,130,000, the Government should so modify 
the scheme as to reduce the total expend- 
ture to a sum not exceeding £700,000. They 
explained that they did not think that the 
people. in the catchment area should bear the 
cost of putting the river Barrow in a navi- 
gable condition, as proposed in Professor 
Meyer-Peter’s report. The deputation also. 
urged that certain preliminary work referred 
to in the expert’s report should be under- 
taken at once. 

President Cosgrave, with whom was 
Professor O'Sullivan, Parliamentary Secretary 
to the Minister of Finance, said that the 
Government had not yet come to a definite 
decision as to the nature and extent of the 
scheme, but that it was prepared to proceed 
with the ~-ork on the assumption that the 
people represented by the deputation were 
willing to shoulder per cent. of the total 
cost of the work that would be undertaken. 
His colleagues and he did not agree with 
the elaim that the catchment area should be 
the area of charge for the locally-borne por- 
tion of the cost. 

It was further indicated to the deputation 
that the Goverhment was not satisfied that 
the benefited lands could bear an annual 
charge of ten shillings per acre. As for the 
carrying out of the preliminary work sug- 
gested by the deputation; the President 
pointed out that such preliminary work as, 
in the Government’s opinion, could be use- 
fully carried out, had already been provided 
for in the estimates for the coming year, a 
sum of £20,000 having been set aside for that 
purpose. 


. DISAPPOINTED. 

The deputation promised to report the 
views of the Government to the various 
public ‘bodies of the counties concerned, and 
to endeavour to arrive at a final decision as 
to the division of the “' locally-borne ”’ por- 
tion of the charges. 

The deputation, it may be stated, was 
extremely disappointed with the attitude 
taken up by the President and the Parlia- 
mentary Secretary to the Department of 


Finance. One of the members remarked that 
‘‘earlier fears’? were not allayed by the 
apparent ‘‘ anxiety of the Government to 


throw the onus for a failure to carry out 
the scheme upon a possible disagreement be- 
tween the County Councils and the people 
of the flooded areas as to the bearing and 
allocation of 50 per cent. of the total cost 
of any work undertaken.

HEAVY FIGHTING IN

PERING,. Tuesday. 

Very heavy fightivg occurred to-day on the 
Tungchow front to twenty-five miles -north- 
ward. Many shells fell on Tungchow, caus- 
ing considerable damage, after an attack of 
the Manchurian forces. On the Hwangtsan 
front desvltory ‘fighting is reported, but the 
position here remains unchanged. On the 
South-West front. inactive conditions. continue, 
indicating that General Wu Pej-Fu is unde- 
cided regarding the outcome of the Kuomin- 
chun peace overtures. 


The dispositions from the Tientsin: and 
Konpeikou areas indicate the immiveut 
lannch of an attacking force, which the 


Kuominchun Armies apparertiy are prepared 
to. resist strongly. ‘The vasualties on both 
sides are increasing, but owing to the. severe 
military restrictions particulars of the actual 
fighting cannot be collected. 

Greater interest is taken in the attempt of 
the dual Governments to function, The Pre- 
mier to-day has forwarded a Note to the 
Diplomatic Body outlining yesterday's circu- 
lar telegram of the deposed President, Tnan 
Chi-Jui, and alse stating that the Chief 
Executive does not intend to resign, and 
urging that he has strong provincial support. 
The Note says— “ We expect to take action 
to check the illegal. movement, with every 
prospect that the existing Government will 
be restored.” 

Qn the other hand, the remnant of the 
Kuominchun Cabinet is endeavouring to 
function independently of those members of 
the Cabinet. who have taken refuge’ in the 
Legation quarter. The Foreign Minister called 
upon the Chief of the Diplomatic Corps this 
morning, informing them that he and three 
colleagues intend to “ carry on,” and agsert- 
ing that China will not remain a single day 
without a Government. The dual Govern- 
ment put the foreign diplomats in a quandary, 
and m@gt-of them have referred to their home 
Governments for instructions. It transpired 
to-day that the half million released by the 
Powers for the payment of police arrears, 
etc., while: handed to the Chief Executive, 
was not giver to the police authorities; but 
was deposited in: a ‘foreign bank, to Tuas 
Chi-jui’s own account. » Dit: mannt ape 

The arrival of despatches to-day from 
Tokyo, with the news that the Tuan Govern- 
ment had issued Treasury notes totalling 
78,000,000 yen, for part-payment of the de- 
faulting interest on the Nishihara loans taken 
over by the Japanese Government, has 
created a sensation here. The Japanese 
Legation declines to make any comment on 
the news, and other Powers believe that 
Japan has succeeded in getting priority 
through this action of the Anfu Government.

HOW DEVELOPMENT CAN BE 
ASSISTED. 

How to assist in the industrial and com- 
mercial development of Northern Ireland 
was the subject of an address to the mem- 
bers of the Aldwych Club in London vester- 
day by Sir Robert Lynn, M.P., editor of 
the Northern Whig, Belfast. The best way 
to achieve that object, Sir Robert considered, 
was to get the members of that -organisa- 
tion on the side of the home producer. He 
urged that in assisting industrial Ulster the 
people of England would be doing the best 
Sa for themselves by getting the highest 
vaiue. . 

Dealing with the growth of the linen 3n- 
dustry, Sir Robert mentioned that the whole 
of the fabric used in Britain’s aeroplanes 


during the war. was manufactured in 
Northern Ireland. There were a million 


spindles at work on 40,000 looms, represent- 
ing one-third of the flax spinning capacity 
of the world. The industry had been in 
existence for nearly years, and there 
were now probably 150,000 persons in de- 
pendent employment upon it. The export in 
1924 was over £18,800,000 in value. 

Sir Robert spoke proudly of the develap- 
ment of Harland and Wolff's shipbuilding 
yards from three acres, when started, to 230 
acres to-day; of the contribution of Work- 
man, Clark and Co. to the position Belfast 
held as one of the greatest shipbuilding 
centres in the world; of the ropeworks, which 
now employ three thousand persons, where 
they previously employed as many hundreds; 
and of the tobacco, whiskey, woollen, textile, 
engineering, flour-making, and other indus- 
tries, all of which, he‘ contended, showed a 
spirit of development and dependence, and of 
reliability as to quality and manufacture that 
could not be gainsaid. 

For agriculture he thought there was a 
great future, especially as it was now 
possible, by improved organisation, to marke: 
their produce quite speedily, and there 
legislation afforded a guarantee to the con- 
sumer that in the matter of eggs, for instance, 
these would be perfectly fresh. The export 
of nearly £2,000,000 worth of eggs in 1924 was 
a sufficient indication of the possibilities in 
this direction. ‘‘ Come:to Northern Ireland,’”’ 
he concluded, ‘‘ and you wiil find everything 
you can conceivably want,-and a warmth of 
welcome and patriotic cameraderie  unex- 
ampled.’’

EXPORT TAX ON — 
SCOTCH WHISKY - 
CONSIDERED BY MR. - 

CHURCHILL. —. 


The possibility: of an export tax on 
whiskey being introduced in the British 
Budget by Mr. .Winston Churchill is dis- 
cussed by the Parliamentary Correspondent 
of the Financial News. . 

“One tax which has been canvassed fh 
political cireles,” he says, “‘is an export tax 
oy whiskey. A proof gallon of spirit, which 
is| the equivalent of six bottles of whiskey, 
bears an excise duty of £3 12s. 6d. — “This 
means that on a 12s. 6d. bottle of whiskey 
the tax is 8s. 54d. But when whiskey is ex- 
ported the foreign importer can buy a bottle 
for just over 4s. In some countries where 
the Customs duty is low, a bottle of whiskey 
costs much -less than in this country. ' 

* It is suggested that if an export tax of 10s. 
pér proof gallon were levied the foreign im- 
porter could still sell a bottle at less than the 

tice obtaining here. Take the case of a 4s. 

ttle exported to Canada. Freight and Cana- 
dian Customs ‘duty amount to something like

It may, however, 
be counter-argued that to start distilleries 
outside the United Kingdom, or to transfer 
present distilleries to ‘Dominion _ territory 
would be both costly and uneconomic. And, 
further, a special kind of water is required 
which has made Scotch whisky the excellent 
thing it is. Nor is it certain that in the Free 
State; where, perhaps, peaty water‘also exists, 
a similar tax would not be tmposed later.

MR. LANSBURY AND THE POLICE.

Sir Laming Worthington-Evans was, per- 
haps, the most surprised man in the House 
this evening, when he was assailed by Labour 
and Liberals alike for moving a financial 
resolution—one of two connected with the 
Economy Bill—the whole object of which, 
according to him, was to confer additiona! 
benefits upon members of the fighting forces. 
This the Opposition characterised as sheer 
robbery. As explained by the War Minister, 
it appeared that at the end of 1924 the 
Navy, Army and “Air Force Insurance Fund 
possessed a surplus of something like 
£1,424,000. Under present regulations, only 
ordinary benefit could be paid out of the 
d, and it was proposed to transfer a sum 
ofYa million odd from the fund to the Ex- 
cha@quer, and to apply the balance in the 
payment of additional benefits, bringing them 
up Ito the level of those paid by the ap- 
pro¥ed societies. ti 
our members saw something sinister in 
oposal, and shouts of “robbery ”’ 

reeteM the Minister, who retorted that the 
pposition seemed to have grown accus- 
tomed to the use of that word, and applied 
it on almost every occasion, without rhyme 
or reason. 

Mr, Rhys Davis said that if ever there 
was a case On - part of ithe 
Government, this was one, ahd'itewas mere 
hypocrisy to attempt to deny it. It might 
be true that the soldier would suffer no re-

MR. LLOYD GEORGE AND '“ ROBBERY.”’ 

Mr. Lloyd George had no hesitation in 
supporting those who regarded the trans- 
actions as robbery. The Government, he 
said, were taking away an accumulated fund, 
which belonged as much to the people, for 
whom it was designed, as any investment 
belonging to a private individual. © There 
was no distinction between a. robbery of 
this kind and the robbery of the reserves of 
a bank or public company. During the war 
it was said that the soldier only got the 
plum and apple jam, and that the straw- 
‘berry preserve remained at the base. The 
gentleman who had intercepted the straw- 
berry jam in this case was not present, and 
had, perhaps, wisely left it to a War Office 
dug-out to defend his action. 

Absurd exaggeration, said Sir L. Worth- 
ington Evans, in reply to Mr. Lloyd George. 
The real truth was that if the million odd 
surplus was not transferred to the Treasury 
it would be absorbed in the course of next 
year by the reduction of the contributions re- 
quired by the Economy Bill. 

Mr. Jack Jones, who is never at a loss for 
a retort, quoted the old phrase: “ Your King 
and country need you.” That, he said, 
should now be made to read: “ Your King 
and country want to bleed you.”’ Several 
other Labour and Liberal members continued 
the discussion, and the silence of Conservative 
members was commented upon by Sir John 
Simon, who said that the Government’s sup- 
porters were, doubtless, extremely uncomfort- 
able at having to support such an entirely in- 
defensible proposal. 

Soon afterwards Mr. H. G. Williams, the 
Conservative member for Reading, rose, and 
was greeted with cheers by the Opposition. 
He supported the resolution, arguing that it 
was to the general benefit that the surplus 
should be applied to the relief of general taxa- 
tion. He was not much surprised at the Op- 
position, as when it came to concrete pro- 
posals for economising, one section or another 
would always bitterly oppose them. 

Further ‘discussion was cut short by the 
closure, and the resolution was carried by 231 
votes to 142. 

THE BILL IN COMMITTEE. 

When the House, after this, discussed the 
Economy Bill in Committee, Mr. Rhys Davies 
moved an amendment to Clause 2, the object 
of which was to restrict the powers of the 
Minister of Health in regard to the adminis- 
tration of medical benefits. The discussion 
turned largely on legal points, and Sir Kings- 
ley Wood having replied, Mr. J. H. Thomas 
moved to report progress, as he considered 
the Minister’s explanation wholly unsatisfac- 
tory. The Chairman declined to accept the 
motion, and Sir Kingsley Wood then moved 
the closure on the amendment. . The Chair- 
man, amid protests from the Opposition, put 
the question, whereupon Mr. Harvey rose to 
a point of order. ' As he was without a hat, 
however, Mr. Hope refused to hear him. Mr. 
Harvey, to put himself in order, hastily 
seized the silk hat . of Sir Gerald 
Strickland, who was sitting in front of ‘him, 
The hat was 
several sizes too small, but it answered the 
urpose. The point of order which Mr. 

arvey desired to raise, according to the 
ruling of the Chairman, was no point of order 
at all, and the division then proceeded, with 
the result that the closure was carried by 
211 votes to 136. The amendment, in turn, 
was defeated by 208 votes to 140. 

- Clause 2 was still under discussion when, 
at 11 o’clock, the debate stood adjourned.

He regarded the defendant 
as a conspirator anu a tort feaser, and, as 
such, responsible for the entire delinquencies 
of his fellow-conspirators. The attempt to 
impart a political complexion to this case was 
monstrous. Judgment would be given for 
£135, and, when that came to be executed, 
Kennedy might produce the £30 he had 
collected for grazing rents, and that would 
ease Mr. Michael Collins.

FARMERS’ BURDEN. 


TAXATION MORE THAN THEY 
CAN BEAR. 
Speaking at Drum, near Athlone, on Sun- 
day, Mr. Sean Lyons, TiD., said that the 
farmer, with ten or twenty acres of land, was 
harder hit at present than the labourer. Such 
a farmer could not afford to educate his 
family. Indeed, many farmers had to keep 
their children from school because they could 
not afford to buy the children clothes. He 
knew farmers near Moate who could not send 
their children to the markets for this very 
reason. He wondered if the Government be- 
lieved that those people could have any love 
for the State? 
If the members of the Dail went into the 
country and witnessed the trials and _ suffer- 
ings of the people they might; be moved to 
exert shia ves The small farmer was now 
one of the first types of slaves in the country. 
From daylight to dark he had to be scraping, 
with his wife and family, at a few acres of 
land to earn a livelihood. 
The Government, instead of producing new 
bills, should devote its attention to dividing 
the land of the country. The people were un- 
able tó bear the burden of taxes that was 
imposed on them. Every department of the 
Government was overstaffed with officials. 
They could not pay the 31 millions needed 
to run the country.

| SECONDARY TEACHERS. 


THE ANNUAL CONVENTION. 

At the private session of the annual Con- 
vention of the Secondary Teachers’ Associa- 
tion, held in University College, Cork, Mr. 
1. P. Waller (outgoing President) presided, 
and there was a large attendance of delegates. 

In his address, Mr. Waller expressed satis- 
faction at the success of the public session, 
which had been held on the previous day. 
He argued that the secondary teacher should 
be a person of culture, capable of influencing 
for the better the moral and material well- 
being of his pupils. Owing to the important 
position which secondary teachers occupied 
they should not be used as mere instruments, 
and to foist programmes on them was to 
impair their efficiency. He urged that the 
Minister for Education should call into being 
an Advisory Council representing the \arious 
interests to assist the Minister and make for 
true progress in education. 

Mr. Waller went on to call the serious and 
immediate attention of the Minister for 
Education to the absence of pensions for 
secondary ‘teachers, and he pointed to the 
inequitable position of secondary teachers in 
the Free State as compared with the position 
of their colleagues in Great 4tritain) and 
Northern Ireland. Many members of the 
Association, he said, had given forty years 
of meritorious teaching service, und they 
should now be in a position to spend the few 
vears left to them free from financial worry. 
He claimed that the present state «f «ffairs 
was detrimental to the best interests of edu- 
cation, and that the best brains would not 
enter a profession in which there was no 
provision for old age. He admitted that the 
Minister for Education was sympathetic to 
the claim for pensions, but action was more 
necessary than sympathy. 

An exhaustive discussion took place on the 
various paragraphs of the annual report pre- 
sented by the Central Executive Committee. 
A resolution was passed claiming that the 
differentiation as between men and women In 
salaries, increments, and honours degree 
awards was indefensible, and calling on the 
Department of Education to have the dis- 
crepancies rectified. A claim was entered for 
the full application of the salaries scheme to 
al! ‘‘recognised’’ lay teachers. The position 
in regard to security of tenure and pensions 
was debated at length, and appropriate in- 
structions were issued to the Central Execu- 
tive Committee. 

It was decided to retain the present method 
of election of the Central Executive Com- 
mittee, and to organise an intensive campaign 
to extend the membership of the Association. 
It was reported that the Education Sub-Com- 
mittee had done good work, particularly in 
relation to science and the arrangement of 
Convention papers.. The following new Com- 
mittee, with power to co-opt, was appointed : 
Misses Doylevand Malligan ; Messrs. Duggan, 
Gleeson, Kane, Mottley, and Sheehan. Satis- 
faction was expressed at the regular issue of

The Chairman, in opening the Associa- 
tion’s meeting, said that during his ten weeks 
stay there everywhere that he went he was 
gratified to find how interested the people 
were in Ireland. 

“We micht be assured,” he continued, 
“that our main difficulties this year will be 
the taking care of the hordes.of visitors who 
are coming here. Our problem will be to 
take care adequately of these visitors and see 
to it that we will send them away happy and 
satisfied.’’ 

Proceeding, he said it was to that end that 
they had organised the hotels’ exhibition. . He 
desired to mention one or two things which 
had impressed him very much in America. 
The first was the Fox film: which was taken 
last year in Ireland during the Horse Show 
week, which brought Ireland very much be- 
fore the American people, and the second was 
Tommy Meehan’s film, “ Irish Luck,’’ which 
was another very valuable adjunct to Ireland’s 
attractiveness as a tourist resort. The most 
effective thing of all, however, was Mr. Wallis 
Nutting’s “Ireland Beautiful,’ which was a 
collection of delightful pictures of the whole 
country. Before he sailed for home he had 
the pleasure of broadcasting Ireland's attrac- 
tions from the Radio Station at the Roseville 
Hotel. He’ was told that he was about to 
speak to fifteen million people, and he thought 
that the best thing to do was to invite the 
whole lot to Ireland this summer. (Laughter 
and applause.) 

Their board, he continued, had been 
strengthened during the past few months, and 
they were spending a great deal of time and 
energy in developing the industry, which they 
believed was only second to the main industry 
of the country. 

THE REPORTS. 

The statement of accounts was then sub- 
mitted and showed a deficiency of £3561 15s.

The annual report stated that, side by side 
with the initial work of organisation which 


early efforts, they found it necessary to pro 


limited finances, and the fact that they came 
together under the auspices of the Govern- 
ment, threw on them a very onerous task. 


recessarily entailed by the establishment of a 
great national utility, they were of opimon 
that the balance sheet showed a satisfactory 
position at present and bi ght promise for the 
future. (Hear, hear.) 

The organisation had now 600 members, 
and their duty to ensure the satisfaction of all 
visitors to Ireland had been kept in the fore- 
front of all their activities. The question of 
fixed prices in all departments was a high 
ideal, but it was now approaching complete 
realisation, and they were gradualyv bringing 
about many necessary improvements. The 
question of accommodation for visitors pre- 
sented serious difficulties, and they hoped 
that the Conference would result in at least 
a partial solution of the difficulty. 

teferring to publicity, the report recorded 
that a satisfactory outcome to their solicita- 
tions through the medium of special legisla- 
tion enabling public bodies to allocate funds 
for this purpose had been arrived at, and 
the Association had been recognised as a 
medium for the centralised expenditure of 
such funds. For the past year funds secured 
from this source amounted to little more than 
£2,000, while the amounts definitely allocated 
for the coming year totalled nearly four times 
that amount. (Applause.) The’ judicious use 
of their funds rendered it possible to utilise 
two very important sources of publicity— 
scenic films and Press tours. Posters had 
already been accepted for display in Great 
Britain and America. tailway, shipping and 
booking vompanies .atering for Ireland were 
co-operating to the full in getting people “to 
see Ireland first.”’ 

IMPROVED CONDITIONS. 

Looking to the future, they had particular 
reason to be optimistic. Improved conditions 
in béth the transport and. catering industries 
seemed definitely assured. The kindred 
organisation in Northern Ireland had _ been 
ever ready to co-operate with them where 
co-operation. was cons.dered feasible, and they 
could safely say that in tourist development 
work there was no boundary. 

The Government departments had been 
ever ready to facilitate the organisation, par- 
ticularly the Ministry of Industry and Com- 
merce; while the Government’s represeuta- 
tives abroad had not only provided every 
facility, but prepared for them information 
and data otherwise unavailable. The various 
railway, shipping and tourist companies and 
motoring organisations had met their require- 
ments in the most generous manner possible, 
particularly the Great Southern Railways 
Company. With a continuance of this very 
valuable support, the Association could not 
fail to make great progress in the future in 
building up an industry which would be one 
of the mainstays of the country’s cconomic 
stability. (Applause.) 

CUSTOMS EXAMINATIONS. 

Mr. J. ©. Foley, Senior Vice-President, 
proposing the adoption of the accounts and 
report, said that they did not regard the 
debit

Dr. Lombard Murphy. seconding, said that, 
though the report looked somewhat depress- 
ing because of a debit balance, he did not 
think there was anything to be really worried 
about. It was encouraging to see such a 


| large meeting and to feel that they were co-

Senator Kenny, supporting, said that some 
public bodies in the centre of Ireland ap- 
peared to think that they were not concerned 
with tourist traffic. That should not he the 
case, because every pound spent in the 
countrv benefited the whole community. He

MINISTER'S HOPE. 

Mr. Desmond Fitzgerald, Minister for Ex- 
ternal Affairs, being called on by the Chair- 
man, in the course of a brief address ex- 
pressed the hope that people who catered for 
tourists would not try to get rich quick. 
There had formerly been surprise expressed 
at high charges, but last year showed an 
improvement, and the greatest publicity 
agency that they had were the people who 
were here ‘last August, because the majority 
of. them went away satisfied, and it was 
hoped that this year there would be a much 
bigger traffic. By bringing together hotel 
proprietors and other persons interested, 
they would create such a condition 
of things that, no matter what part of the 
country visitors went to, they would go 
away satisfied and would act as unpaid agents 
of the Association. 

The Chairman expressed the indebtedness 
of the Association to the Minister for Exter- 
nal Affairs, from whose representatives 
abroad they had had nothing but courtesy 
and energetic assistance. He mentioned that 
there were three official delegates from 
Northern Ireland to take part in the Hotel 
Conference. 

Mr. J. R. Cross, Cork, referred to he 
question of the roads, and suggested that the 
Association should do something to induce 
the Government to improve their condition. 

The Chairman replied that the question of 
road improvement was having the liveliest 
attention.

HOTELS CONFERENCE. 
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BUSY SEASON ANTICIPATED. 
There was a good attendance at the Hotels 
Conference, which was comprised principally 
of proprietors and managers, 
Mr. J. C. Foley, Cork, who presided, said 
that their object was to take counsel in pre- 
paration for the season’s trade, which pro- 


mised to eclipse all former seasons. 
It was up to them to devise 
Ways. and means to. meet the dernands 


that would be made on them in such manner 
that there would be no cause for complaint. 
They ielt that this country was in severe 
competition with other European countries, 
well equipped for the reception of visitors. 
and spent large sums of money in attracting 
They in Ireland were starting with 
a determination to make good, They had 
given evidence that they were in earnest, and 
the fact that they had anything up to three 
hundred hotel proprietors and managers 
present was the best- answer to those who said 
thai the people here were apathetic about 
tourist development. Delegates were present 
fron all parte of the Free State. and they 
had also official delegates from the Belfast 
and North of Ireland Hotels Association. 

He furtner said that hotel proprietors 
suffered from adverse Acts of Parliament. It 
was, he added, extraordinary that last St. 
Patrick's Dav could only be fittingly cele 
brated in London. They hoped that facilities 
wonld be given by legislation to hotel pro- 
rietors for the better conduct of their 
et tl

HOTEL MANAGEMENT. 

Mr. W. P. Musgrove, managing director, 
Hotel Metropole, Cork, addressed: the con- 
ference on hotel management, and dealt with 
it from the point of view of planning and 
equipment, the selection and ‘control of the 
stafi. the reception of visitors, the catering, 
the supervision of the staff that attended to 
the routine work of cleaning, dusting and 
seeing that all rooms were ready for occupa- 
tior at a moment’s notice. 

As to the planning and equipment of the 
hotel, he said, the greatest care should be 
exercised to see that the most was made. of 
the space at “ne’s disposal, which could only 
be accompiished by close and intelligent co- 
operation with the architect and builder. 
Their aim should be to make their hotel 
something differing trom, and well in advance 
of, other hotels of similar size and standing 
in the district. Repairs and renewals were, of 
great importance, and seldom received the 
attention that ihey deserved. Too often, when 
an hotel business had been established, thev 
were inclined to regard the furnishing and 
equipment, especially of bedrooms, as needing 


no further consideration The renewal of 
carpets, blinds, curtains and mattresses were 
in danger of being overlooked. If hotel 


keepers carried out such improvements, and 
aimed at raising the standard of accommoda- 
tion, they would soon discover that favourable 
publicity would follow, ensuring a handsome 
return, 

THE STAFFS. 

Dealing with the selection and control cf 
staff he said ‘hat they should aim ‘at imbuing 
the ‘‘ team spirit’’ into one and all of their 
staff, by seeing that they were fairly treated 
as iegards pay, fvod and accommodation 
Where these conditions prevailed it would be 
invariably found that they werl#reflected in a 
contented, civil and obliging staff. which 
visitors would be quick to observe and 
appreciate. 

The necessity of purchasing only foodstuffs 
of reliable quality, and in such variety as 
the season permitted, was also touched on. 
Plain wholesome cooking was what the travel 
ling public demand neatly served in 
comfortable and clean surroundings. He 
appealed to all who had to do with 
hoteci management to realise the immense 
importance of absolute cleanliness in every 
department of hotel life. He believed that 
they were on the threshold of a new era in 
tourist traffic in Ireland, and it behoved all 
of them to do their part by seeing that they 
were ready for the influx. of visitors when 
they arrived. If they tackled the problem of 
hotel management in this spirit he believed 
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that there was a splendid future for the hotel 
industry. (Applause. ) 
HEAVIEST HANDICAP, 

Mr. T. F. Curtayne, Killorglin, who had 
long experience, of hotel management in 
America, in the course of some remarks about 
details in the carrying on of hotels, said that 
their heaviest handicap in Ireland was the 
want of trained help. They had a lot to 
learn, and they should not be afraid to learn. 
It was time to get out of old antiquated ways 
and make every effort to secure the tourist 
trade, 

Lady Coote, Killiney, made some detailed 
Suggestions as to the equipment and lighting 
of rooms, and expressed the view that advice 
might be taken from persons of experience in 
the matter of hotel! management. There were 
some things that could be enormously im- 
proved without much expense. 

Mr. J. L. O’Brien, Clonmel, referred to 
the average Americans as the most undesir- 
able guests. They found fault with every- 
thing. He had also experience of English 
tourists, whose stay was a pleasure to them- 
selves, and also the hotel proprietor and 
staff. He did not believe that all the fairy 
tales by Americans or others as to bad 
management of Irish hotels could be relied on. 

AN IMPORTANT INDUSTRY. 

Mr. W. J. Manning, Jury’s Hotel, Dublin, 
speaking on the future of the hotel profes- 
sion in Ireland, said that they met there re- 
a one of the niost important indus- 
tries in the country. Nature had been lavish 
in the gifts which she had bestowed on Ire- 
land, and for generations the country. had 
been famous for attractions which it offered 
to the tourist, the pleasure-seeker, the health- 
seeker, the historical student, and, above all, 
the lover of beautiful scenery. He was afraid 
that they had not made the most of their 
opportunities in the past by catering adequa- 
tely for their visitors, and as a consequence 
they had not secured the volume of tourist 
tratic to which they were entitled. They 
were now, however, starting out on a new 
era. There was being manifested in business 
and industry a spirit of adventure and enteér- 
prise, which nfl not fail to produce good 
results. They needed a period of intensive 
propaganda, and in that connection the 
Tourist Association .was proceeding on the 
right lines. Sustained propaganda was essen- 
tial to success. This had been very effective 
in connection with many Continental holiday 
resorts, such as Lucerne, Nice, Ostend, and he 
believed that they could obtain correspond- 
ingly good results if they only supplemented 
their propaganda, improved their hotels, and 
provided healthy recreation and wholesome 
amusement for the people from Great Britain, 
the United States, and other countries who 
visited the country. 

As to the future of the hotel profession, he 
was decidedly optimistic. When they had 
induced the tourist to come here, they should 
take care that they made him thoroughly 
comfortable. They did not want people to 
come to Ireland and go away saying, '' Oh, 
the scenery is beautiful, but the hotels are 
awful.” The impression which a tourist 
carried away from any country or holiday re- 
sort was largely based upon the treatment 
that he had received in the hotels. 
referred to the prime importance of good food, 


and cheerful staff, personaf attention from the 
proprietor or manager, he said that they 
should keep their premises agd methods in 
line with modern: requirements. In their 
small exhibition they had practical proof of 
the manner in which scientific and inventive 
genius had come to theie aid, and abolished 
much of the drudgery that had to be under- 
taken byghotels a few years ago, and they 
should av@pl themselves of these aids. He 
congratulated their: officials, who had been 
responsible for the exhibition, and thanked 
the firms who assisted in making their first 
attempt at an exhibition such a success. Ire- 
land had a great future, and in building up 
the prosperity which it would enjoy in the 
vears to come, the Irish Tourist Association 
and the hotel industry would play a con- 
spicuous part. (Hear, hear.) 
CONGRATULATIONS FROM THE 
NORTH. 

Mr. Taylor. President of the Belfast and 
Northern Ireland Hoteis Association.’ con- 
gratulated the Dublin Association on its 
strength and the great work that it was 
doing. The proceedings during the day had 
heen most instructive. He mentioned that on 
the Continent waiters were properly trained. 
and must have had an apprenticeship of three 
vears. He suggested the desirability of some 
kind of technical school, as in London, to 
train bovs as walters. 

Mr. N.C. Hamilton, Bundorer, in the 
course of a paper on “ Our Hotel Staffs,”’ im- 
pressed on the meeting the importance of 
teaching the staff to be courteous. Courtesy 
to guests was the one thing to be instilled 
into the staff. and it cost nothing. 

HOTEL STRUCTURE. 

A paper by Mr. J. F. Delaney, F.R.I.A.. 
on “ Hotel Structure and Hygiene '" was read 
by the Secretary. The necessity of giving 
guests a sense of serenity and repose, clean 
and inviting surroundings, good sanitation, 
well-selected, properly prepared. and _ well- 
cooked foods was referred to. They should 
go to other countries to see where art and 
science were properly brought into hotel ser- 
vice, and where they were made a speciality. 
Open gardens associated with hotels would 
prove useful, and were badiy needed amenities. 
Some place of rest in the open air, even flat 
roofs, where structurally possible, could be 
made attractive. Garage accommodation was 
not studied as it ought to be. and verv often 
these hral cork-screw approaches; while tele- 
phone services were not available in many 
[Irish hotels. 


of hotel enterprise must be looked upon with 


was being sacrificed by the Minister for Edu- 
cation to the requirements of the _ Irish 
language, while it was acknowledged the 
country was the most backward in Western 
Europe as regards hygiene and housewilery. 
Amateurism would no more succeed in hotel- 
keeping than it would in motor-making or any 
other enterprise which must depend upon 
scientific training and a well-ground experi- 
ence in technique. 

Mr. J. P. O’Brien, Secreiary, remarked, on 
the question of telephones, that large. numbers 
of hotels tried to get them. but could not. He 
helieved. however, that in the coming summer 
the requirements in this respect would be met. 

OVERCHARGING. 

In the course of further discussion, reference 
was made to the question of overcharging. 

Mr. P. J. McEllin, Balla, said that ove:- 
charging should be reported to the officials of 
the Association. He also mentioned that 
there. were no telephones in the West of Ire- 
land. A number of applications ‘had been 
made, but without success. 

Mr. O’Brien, Clonmel, said that they would 
not stand over overcharges on the part of any 
hotel. People who were attempted to be 
fleeced should come forward manfully and say 
so, and they would have the support of the 
organisation. 

The Chairman remarked that that was what 
the Association was for, to protect the 
tourists, and he thought that they were 
capable of doing that. 

The Conference adjourned until this morning. 
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MEDALS FOR GALLANTRY 
———— : 
SHIPWRECKED MEN SAVED 
FROM DEATH. 

An interesting story is revealed in the 
Board of Trade announcement last night of 
the King’s award of the silver medal for 
gallantry in saving life at sea to Police Con- 
stable James Darling, of South Shields, and 
of the bronze medal to Station Officer 
William Henry White, of the Coastguard 
there. 

Lowered down a cliff when the ex-Admir- 
alty vessel, P.C. 71, in tow for breaking up, 
stranded on ‘row Rocks during a heavy vale 
last November, with two men aboard, Jar- 
ling, after failing to reach them with a line 
that he carried. established connection with 
the aid of another line thrown from the ship, 
and hauled the men successively to his posi- 
tion at the foot of the cliff. 

The life-saving apparatus arrived, and one 
of the survivors was hau'ed up in the 
breeches buoy. When it was lowered again 
the constable and the other men were ex- 
hausted, and signalled for assistance. tation 
Officer White slid down the rope into the 
sea and assisted, first, the other survivor, 
and afterwards the constable into the 
breeches buoy. They were brought to safety, 
White steadying the rope to prevent the men 
“rom being dashed against the cliff, White 
was then hauled up at considerable risk to 
lus Tile.
